CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Jan. 26.— 
(P)—Mrs. Rebecca Latimer Felton 
was buried today in the red hills of 


| northwest Georgia, where she spent | 


most of her life and from where she 
went to Washington in 1922 to become 
the only woman ever to sit as a 
member of the United States senate. 

Georgia’s “Grand Old Lady,” who 
died at the age of 94 in an Atlanta 
hospital Friday night, received her 
last tribute among the sturdy moun- 
tain folk with whom she had worked 
for many decades. Her funeral sermon 
was preached in a church named for 
Sam Jones, famous Georgia revival- 
ist, who received his first education 
in her school room. 

Citizens of Cartersville, the near- 
by mountain towns and of Georgia 
formed a sorrowing pilgrimage to the 
church to hear ministers of the city

100 Witnesses To Be 
Heard as Grand Jury 
Plans To Rush Probe to 


Completion. | 


Apparently determined to complete 
the present investigation into the al- 
leged graft and corruption in the ad- 
ministration of the municipal gov- 
ernment before the end of its tenure 
on March 1, the Fulton grand jury 
ltoday enters the thirteenth week of 
‘the investigation, with more than 100 

witnesses waiting to be heard and 
sessions carded for every day of the 
' week save Saturday. 

Just what phases of the investi- 
gation are to be taken up this week 
could not be learned Sunday, though 
it is known that at least a part of 
the time will be devoted to ‘“‘cleaning 
up” odds and ends of evidence on 
transactions which already have been 
gone into pretty thoroughly. ‘The 
witnesses subpoenaed for this week’s 
sessions are said to be persons whose 
testimony will concern a varied num- 
ber of departments and individuals 
and from this it was presumed that 
the activities will center on finishing 
certain sections of the inquiry. 

Of the witnesses summoned to ap- 
pear this week between 20 and 25 
are to be heard at the two sessions, 
afternoon and night, scheduled for 
| today. W. Rawson Collier, the grand 
jury foreman, said Sunday that about 
half of this number likely would be 
heard at the afternoon session and 
the remainder after the dinner recess.

American Delegation 
Head Strives to Bring 
Naval Cut Parley to Real 
Object of Meeting.

LONDON, Jan. 26.—Secretary of 

State Henry L. Stimson, who thus 
far has been able to win the dele- 
gates of the other four powers to all 
his main points of procedure for the 
naval conference, today conferred with 


Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
preparatory to the big five meeting 
tomorrow. 

The American secretary of state mo- 
tored 20 miles to Checquers to have 
his talk and perhaps another eup of 
tea with the prime minister, The 
meeting tomorrow of the chiefs of the 
five delegations at 10 Downing street 
will start the London parley on the 
second week of its work. 

The American delegation circles to- 
night tended to point to things accom- 
plished thus far rather than to the 
unproductive situations, such as 
exists between France and Italy. 
Throughout last week the Americans 
were able to win the delegations on 
all the main points of procedure put 
forward by Mr. Stimson in discus- 
sions among delegations and in the 
committee of the chief delegates. 

Work as Units. — 

These points included one that the 
delegations should operate as units 
and not refer too much work to cum- 
bersome technical committees, An-. 
other favored interchange between del- 
egations by direct conversations rath- 
er than in full meetings, A _ third 
sought construction of a_ thorough 
groundwork of confidence .in the place 
of a bulwark of figures of needs and 


ence should approach all qu 
conservatively without consideration 
of radical changes in navies, such as 
abolition of any special category, un- 
til after thorough investigation has 
been made, 

The coming week should see the 
full conference program decided upon, 
this being the principal yu of 
the big five meeting tomorrow. SIt is 
likely Mr. Stimson will p for 
consideration first of the cruiser prob- 
lem, which particularly concerns the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Franco-Italian differences on the 
principle of parity was the most im- 
portant issue to develop in thé past 
week. After the unproductive meet- 
ing of Premier Andre Tardieu and 
Foreign Secretary Dino Grandi yes- 
terday the tendency was to let this 
problem cool for a while, the accept- 
ed procedure at international ¢onfer- 
ences, 

Other issues are pressing for atten- 
tion. The Americans view Japanese 
proposals to increase their 5-5-3 ratio 
for capital ships to 10-10-7 for auxil- 
iary craft as most important for the 
Japanese and American delegations, 

Ratio ~Problem. 

Following the Italian demand for 
parity, the French delegation circles 
have been quick to point to the ratio 
problem which exists between Japan, 
the United States and Great Britain. 
The French and Italians say their 
own parity trouble is only one of the 
serious conference problems. In their 
opinion, Japanese insistence on an in- 
creased ratio may throw the strengths 
of the three greatest navies ont of 
proportion and eall for a new inter- 
national arrangement, : 

M. Tardieu was not pessimistic con- 
cerning the Italian situation tonight. 
French minister of labor, eur, 
came to London and worked with 
the premier tonight on French domes- 
tic business. The resulting lull in 
the negotiations gave Signor Grandi 
some relaxation for he had kept the 
week-end clear for continuance of his 
conversations with the French. To- 
night the whole Italian delegation met 
at the room of the foreign secretary 
No statement 
was forthcoming but it was under- 
stood that it was unanimously decided 
that no change was possible in the 
viewpoint of the Italian delegation. 

The view again was expressed that 
Italy would not be able to adhere to 
any treaty concluded at the confer- 
ence which does not contain the prin- 
ciple of parity with any continental 
power of Europe in some shape or 


| form, 


The last word from the French 
delegation tonight was that Franco- 
Italian statecraft undoubtedly would 


| discover a. way out of the difficulty 
_ despite its menacing nature.

RIVERA CALLS ON 
ARMY-FOR POWER 


ed by Rumors of Retire- 
ment, Takes New Grip.

K MADRID, Jan 26.—UP)—General 


Primo De Rivera, premier and dic- 
tator of Spain, growing impatient at 
reports at home and abroad of the 
weakness of his governmént and of 
impending trouble, today called upon 
the army and navy which placed him 
in power to say flatly whether he 
should continue his efforts to govern 
the land. P 

The premier issued a formal note 
to the heads of the army, navy and 
civil guards at 4 a. m. today, seem- 
ingly impulsively, for he had given 
no previous indication of any such 
intention. With a dramatic gesture 
he said he would resign “within five 
minutes” should the reply be that he 
is no longer wanted. 

The dictator said that the best 
answer to reports of army disaffec- 
tions was for the army itself to state 
its opinion. In an interview later he 
augmented his formal statement by 
saying: “As I have often said, I want 
to leave office when the time is pro- 
pitious and a proper man of good 
faith is available to succeed me. Un- 
fortunately for me, I have not yet 
found that man, but I. will never be 
willing to be forced out and in an 
improper manner by anyone and 
against my will.” | 

The premier for some time had been 
impatient at persistent reports of the 
weakness of his government. In the 
early morning hours today he received 
several reporters who again questioned 
him on such reports. He denied them 
all, including one of a military up- 
rising at Cadiz or elsewhere and an- 
other that-cabinet members had re- 
signed. . 

After the newspapermen left the 
general sat in his office reflecting on 
these reports and apparently became 
more and more vexed. Finally, just 
before 4 o'clock, he decided -to settle 
matters one way or another and noti- 
fied the newspapers to send reporters. 
The presses were stopped while he dic- 
tated his declaration. 

Then, a little before daylight, the 
dictator went to bed confident in his 
own mind, as he indicated, that the 
military and naval responses would 
be in support of him. 

A group of the highest army offi- 
cials. stationed in Madrid met tonight 
to discuss the matter, but made no 
announcement. The full responses may 
not be known for several days. 

The premier visited the royal pal- 
ace late today and it was supposed 
that he explained to King Alfonso the 
situation.

DETROIT, Jan. 26.—(/)—Joseph 
Poggione, 28, sergeant of the Michigan 
National Guard, will be tried in a 
civil court for the slaying of Stanley 
Prusinowski, 16-year-old guardsman, 
state authorities indicated tonight. 

Governor Fred W. Green, who is in 
Washington, said he thought it inad- 
visable that a military court should 
handlé the case. The governor made 
his statement after a telephone con- 
versation with Colonel John 8S. Ber- 
sey, state adjutant general. 

Informed of the governor’s decision, 
James E. Chenot, prosecutor of: Wayne 
county, said: “On the face of facts 
as we have them now, I can promise 
there will be a prosecution.” ; 

Poggione went to the Prusinowski 
home in Hamtramck, Detroit suburb, 
last night and shot the youth as he 
fled to avoid arrest for non-attendance 
at guard drill. 

Poggione was at liberty tonight, but 
promised to appear before Prosecutor 
Chenot for questioning tomorrow 
morning. 

The charges tngainst Prusinowski, 
according to Major Frank Rine, com- 
mander of the 125th battalion, to 
which the victim belonged, were ab- 
sence from drill and theft of govern- 
ment property. He gave no specifi- 
cations on which the latter count was 
based but said that numerous pieces 
of property had disappeared from the 
armory and that he believed some 
persons had joined the guard here in 
order to obtain weapons and other 
equipment. :

CALCUTTA, India, Jan. 26.— 
(United News.) —“Independence Day” 
was celebrated throughout India today, 
with the white, green and red “inde- 
pendence flag” floating over many 
public buildings. Demonstrations in 
some cases were accompanied by vio- 
lence. 

The celebration was designed by 
Mahatma K. Gandhi and other na- 
tionalist leaders to give impetus to 
“civil disobedience” as a first step in 
dislodging Britain’s rule of the coun- 
try. 

A monster gathering at Chowpat#i, 
a suburb of Bombay, led to fist fights, 
an Exchange Telegraph dispatch said. 
Three hundred mill workers, believed 
to be communists, captured the plat- 
form and denounced Gandhi because 
of his anti-violence tenets. They pull- 
ed. down the independence flag, but 
were ejected before they could sub- 
stitute the red flag in its place. 

During the fight, many women, in- 

ding. the. wife of Motilal Nehru, 
one Of the moderate leaders, had to 
be rescued. 

The program in each town and 
city was the same, beginning with 


ending in a greater general proces- 
sion and mass meeting at which “civil 
disobedience” and non-payment of 
taxes were called for. 

In the evening a central demonstra- 
tion was held in Bombay, attended 
by a seething mass of persons. As 
procession after procession arrived the 
congestion became so great around 
that platform that scenes of nears 
panic ensued and many women and 
children were trampled under foot. 

Volunteer police appointed by the 
nationalist eongress were unable to 
keep order, and a climax was reached 
when a communist counter parade ar- 


rived. The communists forced their 
way through the masses like the spear- 
head of a Greek phalanx, knocking 
those near the platform off their 
feet. Their triumph was short-lived, 
however. 

Meantime it was learned that a 
bomb thrown Saturday at Shringon- 
da, a village between Poona and 
Ahmednagar, was directed against a 
Britisher named MacMillan, collector 
for the Ahmednagar district. The 
bomb did not explode in the street, as 
first reported, but inside the local pri- 
mary school, which MacMillan had 
left a moment earlier. 

The bomb explosion wrecked the 
schoolroom, tore off a school child’s 
hand and injured five others so se- 
riously they required hospital treat- 
ment. MacMillan, hearing the detona- 
tion, hurried back to the school and 
helped remove the injured. 

The independence flag floated from 
municipal buildings here for the first 
time in history. The Calcutta demon- 
stration was directly in charge of the 
congress party, which launched the 
independence movement last month at 
Lahore.

_ The schedules on French perfumer- 
res and toilet articles and on German 
chemicals are among the highest in 
the tariff measure now pending in the 
senate. While both France and Ger- 
many have been more diplomatic than 
to make an open admission that the 


threatened prohibitory automobile tar- 
iffs are being considered in retalia- 
tion for the American schedules, this 
is regarded as none the less true. by 
students of the situation. Citing the 
agitation that has gone on in Euro- 
pean parliaments ever since the new 
Hawley-Smoot bill was proposed, 
democratic leaders declare that the 
Franco-German threat is obviously 
and simply a counter-move. 

The alarm felt among ‘American 
motor car manufacturers arises from 
the fact that automobiles have now 
come to occupy a greater place _ in 
American exports than cotton, which 
for a half century or more had held 
the ascendancy. It was just a few 
months back that the department of 
commerce announced that motor es- 
ports had exceeded in value foreign 
shipments of cotton. 

Another cause for uneasiness is the 
Suggestion, heard in more than one 
cage ave capMal, that the action to 
be taken by France and Germany will 
be the forerunner of other national 
barriers against the American motor 
industry, which long has held a dom- 
mant position in world production and 
markets. 

Representatives of the industry, 
largely centered at Detroit, have been 
sent to Washington to confer with 
state department officials in an effort 
to have the Hoover government make 
diplomatic overtures to France and 
Germany. Department officials have 
informed them, however, that the 
United States cannot with propriety 
broach the subject unless it can be 
shown that the tariff proposals are 
discriminatory, or directed solely at 
American products. This is the case 
in fact but not in s¢ope, since the 
threatened tariffs are being drawn to 
apply_against all motor cars imported 
into France and Germany. It just 
happens that the United States is 
the only country selling cars there to 
any extent. 

To make the thrusts deeper, demo- 
cratic senators are reminding their 
republican colleagues that the two 
American ambassadors who will be 
called upon to use their good offices 
in defeating the motor proposals are

OUR LATIN-AMERICAN TRADE. 


Indicative of the golden opportu- 
nity presented to American business 
in the island and South American 
countries lying south of us, are 
the figures concerning our trade 
with Porto Rico, contained in an 
interview in Friday’s Constitution 
with Major J. H. McKey, trade com- 
missioner of the: United States de- 
partment of commerce at San Juan. 

In stressing the advantages of the 
West Indies as a market for Ameri- 
can-made goods, Major McKey 
brought out that the people of this 
group of island countries now buy 
practically all of their imports from 
the United States, the small percent- 
age not coming from this country 
being in the nature of staples which 
can be bought more advantageously 
elsewhere. 

During 1928 alone the merchants 
and manufacturers of the United 


sand miles or more of hauling. In 
addition they will have been manu- 
factured under climatic conditions 
closely resembling those to which 
they are to go, which is a c:nsid- 
eration of vital importance in many 
manufactured articles. 


The drift of this trade from the 
east to the south sh6uld, instead of 
upsetting economic conditions, have 
a settling effect. With the bulk of 
the European trade going thrcugh 
north Atlantic ports, and a fair part 
of merchandise for South America 
shipped from south Atlantic and 
gulf ports, and the Pacific ports 
taking care of the fast growing Asi- 
atic trade, there would be a sane 
and sound foundation for our for- 
eign trade which should bring pros- 
perity to all sections of the country. 

The main thing now fs for our 
southern merchants and manufactur- 
jers not to let up in their drive for 
'South American business, so that 
the continued increase in that busi- 
ness will add just that much im- 
petus to the rapidly advancing in- 
dustries of this section. 


HONORING BOBBY BURNS.

IMMUNITY IN TUBERCULOSIS. 

When we speak of immunity we 
don’t mean resistance. When we 
speak of resistance we don’t know 
what we mean. So we'll confine our 
discussion to immunity—until someone 
comes along with a reasonable con- 
ception of the meaning of resistance 
if there is such a condition or state. 
And when I say some one with a rea- 
sonable conception I don’t mean any- 
body who cherishes a pet notion or a 
pet phrase. 

Every disease in which or to which 
immunity is possible or recognized 
confers its own special or specific im- 
munity upon the host. So far as we 
know, this is the only way one can 
acquire or develop immunity against 
any disease—haviag the disease or at 
least a trial size sample of it. Now- 
adays science can furnish a trial size 
sample of typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
smallpox or what would you escape. 
The trouble is to make people appre- 
ciate the wisdom of taking samples. 
According to official statistics there 
were only 36,000 cases of smallpox in 
the registration area of the United 
States last year, although there were 
900,000 feeble-minded persons in the 
registration area (covering approxi- 
mately nine-tenths of the Le ener 
So it is clear we are making great 
progress, at least in the prevention of 
smallpox. I am not so confident about 
the prevention of tuberculosis. 

Tuberculin tests indisputably prove 
that most of us are infected with tu- 
berculosis in infancy or early child- 
hood, and ordinary observation shows 
that most of us acquire from this 
childhood infection a certain degree 
of immunity, sufficient to protect us 
against ordinary infections to which 
we are subsequently exposed, This 
childhood infection is seldom recog- 
nized as tuberculosis; indeed, in 
many cases it is not recognized at all 
at the time it happens—the sample 
is so smal] that the host isn’t aware 
of it. No symptoms or signs are pro- 
duced. It is just like taking T-A— 
toxin anti-toxin for immunization 
against diphtheria; in most cases this 
gives no symptoms wor signs of dis- 
turbance. 

In the case of tuberculosis it is im- 
portant to keep in mind the fact that 
immunity is always only relative, nev- 
er absolute. That is, the childhood 
infection gives one a certain degree 
of immunity, but by no means com- 
plete immunity against further infec- 
tion. And so it is that, in most in- 
stances, tuberculosis is insidious in on- 
set and chronic in course. It begins 
gradually because the early infection 
has conferred a certain degree of im- 
munity which gives some protection 
against further infection, but the im- 
munity response is not quite suffi- 
cient to annihilate all the germs that 
gained entrance at the first infec- 
tion. Some of the germs remain alive, 
sone 2 dormant and walled up in 
some lymph node or other nidus. The 
living germs still produce their toxins, 
and hence the host will react to a 
tuberculin test, even if his tubercu- 
losis is. quiescent, inactive, arrested, 
dormant. The feeble colony of living 
germs cannot produce enough toxins to 
give rise to any symptoms or signs; 
so the host has no toxemia (no mani- 
festation of toxins in the blood). If 
such a host is exposed to repeated 
infections, i'n due time he will begin 
to have toxemia, symptoms, signs of 
illness, and that’s the way tuberculosis 
develops. ; 

Patients who are wise enough to fol- 
low good medical advice often improve 
and get well without a definite diag- 
nosis of tuberculosis having been made.

| SUBURBS WILL GET 


NEW GAS NEXT WEEK 


Buckhead, East Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville 
First To Be Supplied. 


Natural gas will be turned into the 
service mains supplying customers in 
Buckhead and the Peachtree road sec- 
tion, East Point, Hapeville and Col- 
lege Park on Monday, February 3, 
according to officials of the Atlanta 
Gas Light Company. Other sections 
of the city will be supplied in turn, 
district by district, as rapidly as gas 
appliances can be converted to use the 
new fuel. 

A large force of men will begin 
work in the sections affected, just as 
soon as natural gas is turned on, visit- 
ing every home where gas is used to 
change the orifices on all gas equip- 
ment so that approximately only half 
as much gas can bé used as formerly, 
since this amount will be adequate 
with the new fuel to give the same 
amount of heat. Until this adjust- 
ment is made customers will be warn- 
ed to use only the top burners of gas 
ranges, which may be turned low 
enough to be used without difficulty. 
Gas water heaters, the ovens of 
ranges, heaters and other equipment 
should not be used until the adjust- 
ments have been made, it is said. 

As rapidly as these changes in 
equipment have been made in each 
district, other districts will be sup- 
plied with the new fuel. Ample no- 
tice will be given, officials stated, 
both through the mails, and in news- 
paper advertising before gas is turned 
into any section.

Farmers Warned to Retrench. 


And Adjust 1 


Must Plan Carefully To 
Maintain Incomes, Says 
U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture Statement.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—A 
warning to farmers of the country to 
retrench and adjust their 1930 plant- 
ings was issued by the agriculture 
department tonight. 

After conferences with representa- 
tives of agricultural colleges and ex- 
tension services of 45 states, officials 
of the department declared that the 
for 
further adjustments, 

“Farmers must plan their produc- 


tion this year particularly in view of 
the outlook for prices of such prod- 
ucts during the next marketing sea- 
son and adjust expenditures carefully 
to maintain farm incomes,” a depart- 
ment statement said. 

“The domestic market may — 
later in the year, but it is unlikely 
the: demand for farm products in the 
summer and fall of 1930 will be as 
good as during last summer and fall. 

“The demand for some farm prod- 
ucts already has been affected by the 
decline in industrial activity since last 
June. Butter, cotton and wool have 
been noticeably affected and apples, 
potatoes and grains have failed thus 
far to make the usual seasonal price 
advances.” 

Larger Crops. 

A complete “outlook report” issued 
by the department said indications 
were that crop yields in 1930 would 
be larger than in 1929 but that the 
income from farm products does not 
now appear likely to exceed last 
year’s. 

“The outlook for Zarm morjgage 
financing and for marketing credit is 
more favorable than a year ago,” the 
report said. “On the other band the 
outlook for production credit appears 
less satisfactory in most of the south. 

“A somewhat larger supply _ for 
labor for farm work will be available 
probably at slightly lower wages dur- 
ing the first half of the year. The 
general price for farm machinery is 
expected to remain about the same as 
during the last fotr years, while there 
is no evidence of an _ immediate 
change in prices for fertilizers.” 

Reviewing each section of the coun- 
try. the outlook said: 

“North and East—In view of the 
pressure of supplies from all parts of 
the country on the consuming markets, 
farmers in the north and east, out- 
side of the corn belt, face increasing 
competition in virtually all lines. 


Cotton Production, 


“South—Cotton production has con- 
tinued to shift westward and north- 
ward and has been meeting foreign 
competition. In some areas, particu- 
larly along the Atlantic coast and the 
gulf border, a moderate development 
of specialized fruit and vegetable pro- 
duction may be a profitable alterna- 
tive to cotton production, make sub- 
stantial progress in the corn belt area 
during the next decade or two. In- 
creased use of the general purpose 
tractor, combine-harvester, and corn 
picker will tend to concentrate the 
production of corn on the more level 
lands and larger fields. Land less 
favorably situated will be devoted 
more and more to pasture and high- 
class forage crops. Future reduction 
in horses and mules during the next 10 
years will release from 20,000,000 to 
30,000,000 acres of crop land in this 
country for uses other than growing 
feed for worl animals. 

“The Great Plains—The_ great 
plains region is now in process of ma- 
jor agriculture readjustment. Wheat 
stimulated by the tractor and combine, 
is encroaching on the cattle ranges, 
and this movement is likely to con- 
tinue for several years. Dairying and 
hog raising are well established in 
the eastern portion of the. spring 
wheat areas and are likely to grow 
stil more important there during the 
next few years. 

The report said 1929 cotton acreage 
was ata high level and that an increase 
at the present time would be unwise. 
Other enterprises offering equal prom- 
ise of income or that make for re- 
duced farm and family expenses should 
~~ * a gmrmeas for cotton wherever pos- 
sible. 

“Production of 13-16-inch staple and 
less has reached a volume which brings 
growers face to face with the new 
marketing difficulties,” it continued.

1932 OLYMPICS 
WILL BE BEST 


Los Angeles Games Will 
See Only Best of 
Amateurs. 


By L. S. Cameron. 


United News Staff Correspondent. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26. — The 
Olympic games of 1932, which will be 
held at Los Angeles as the first in 


this country since 1904, will give a 
surer test of international supremacy 
than have recent Olympiads, says Dan 
Ferris, secretary of the Amateur Ath- 
letie Union. 


Ferris, discussing the great sports 
spectacle which will be presented more 
than two years hence, made it clear 
that his remarks were to be considered 
as those of an individual, since he is 
not an official of the American Olymp- 
ic committee. Hcewever, Ferris’ inti- 
mate knowledge of track and field 
activities, both here and abroad, lends 
weight to whatever he says about 
Olympic sports. 

“The handicap of travel, while it 
will work a hardship on some ambi- 
tious athletes, will work out for the 
general good,” Ferris said. 


CONCESSION. 

“It is generally condeded that there 
will be only something like thirty na- 
tions represented in the 1932 Olympic 
games. There were 45 competing na- 
tions in 1928 at Amsterdam, 


“One direct result will be a redue- 
tion of the field to workable size. This 
will be of particular benefit in the 
sprint events. 


“Take the 100-yard dash as an ex- 
ample. The man who won that event 
in 1928 had to be a good sprinter. 
But he had to have the qualifications 
of an endurance runner, too. Why 
wouldn't he? He had to go through 
heat after heat, then quarter finals, 
sub-semi-finals, semi-finals and at last 
the final test. This hardship was pos- 
sibly even greater for the middle dis- 
tance men,

disuse. It may be that these prophets | 


are right but their predecessors have 
always been wrong and until some 
better way of insuring the holder 
against disastrous price changes is 
discovered, the future market wil] 
probably continue to be the main 
dependence of those whose business it 
is to handle cotton without subject- 
ing themselves to hazards that may 
spell bankruptcy, 

One substitute for the present meth- 
od may, however, be suggested. It 
is that cotton shall be bought and 
sold for immediate delivery as are 


stocks, and that those who buy shall. 


make arrangements with their brok- 
ers to take up the cotton for them. 
and that those who ‘sell short shall 
make similar arrangements to have 
the cotton “borrowed” as is done 


where securities are sold short on the | 


stock exchange. 

Lack of space prevents a present 
elaboration of this idea but its effect 
would probably be to increase the 
business in actual cotton and remove 
all the objections that are now made 
to future delivery, by converting fu-

BUYING OPINIONS 
IN STREET DIFFER 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—While the 
very small daily turnover in the stock 
market is registering uncertainty a8 
to what will be the next important 
price movement, opinion in Wall 
Street is agreed that at most it 1s 
only a matter of weeks or months un- 
til carefully selected stocks should he 
bought. Some traders who have made 
money in the past, are buying stocks 
now on the belief that prices of well 
selected stocks are now on bottom; 
others are holding back expecting low- 
er prices either in February or March 
followed by a sustained upward price 
movement starting around April an- 
ticipating slow, sustained recovery im 
general trade. This difference of 
stock market opinion makes some [ix- 
ures given out by the New York Stocs 
Exchange this week worth studying. 

On January 2, of this year, 1,207 
different stocks aggregating 1,127,652,- 
468 shares, were listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, according to 
the statement just made public. The 
total market value of these shares on 
the first business day of this year was 
$64,707,000,000, using only round fig- 
ures. The average price of these 
shares on January 2 was $57.58. The 
ratio of the market value of these 
stocks to brokers’ loans was 6.16. 

During the month of December 
$1,118,000,000 was added to the open 
market value of all shares listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. Dur- 
ing the month of December there was 
a further decline of $27,000,000 to 
$3,989,000,900 in loans made by mem- 
bers of the stock exchange from mem-

ber banks secured by stock market col- 
| lateral. ‘The increase in open markét 
value of listed stocks together with 
‘the further decline in brokers’ loans 
made the ratio of brokers’ loans to 
open market values of listed stocks 
6.16 on January 1, against 6.52 on 
December 1, 1929. 
Loans Important. 

Comparison of the foregoing fiz- 
ures with other periods shonld throw 
light on the present position of the 
stock market. A study of such a com- 
parison shows conclusively that impor- 
tance should be attached to the rela- 
tions between the average price of 
listed stocks, the volume of outstand- 
ing brokers’ 
brokers’ loans to the average 
market value of listed stocks. 

The upward movement “in — stock 
prices which culminated last autumn 
in the worst stock market panic in 
the history of Wall Street really be- 
gan in June of 192) following com- 
pletion of post-war deflation, It was 
1924, however, before the unprecedent- 
el bull stock market really got un- 
der way. An unprecedented abundance 
of easy money and improving corpora- 
tion earnings was the basis of the up- 
ward price movement in stocks, 

It was not until well along in 1925 
that mounting brokers’ loans began to 
be a subject for wide discussion in 
financial circles. It was early in 
1926 that the federal reserve began 
to make public weekly statements of 
brokers’ loans by member banks in 
this federal reserge district for their 
own account, for the account of out- 
of-town banks, and for the account of 
“others,” meaning corporations and 
individuals in this country and abroad. 
The New York Stock Exchange also 
Started, at that time, to make publie 
monthly statements of the bank loans 
made by its members. The first stock 
exchange statement as of February 
1, 1926, showed total brokers’ loans 
at $3,516,000,000, using only round 
numbers, made up of $996,000,00U 
time loans and $2.516,000,000 on call. 

In March of 1926, uneasiness over 
mounting brokers’ loans caused a de- 
cline of over 30 points in the average 
price of oU representative stocks.

The Business Barometer 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


The world is said to have a popula- 
tion of 1,800,000,000 this num- 
ber not more than ,000, can 
read and write. Radio experts esti- 
mate that of this literate minority 
about 100,000,000 heard the speech 
of welcome to the naval conference 
delivered by the king of England’ on 


the world. It is also estimated that 
the king’s speech will be read by 
about 50,000,000 others and that the 
total. number who are interested in 
the outcome of the disarmament con- 
ference, or international politics gen- 
erally, is about 150,000,000, or less 
than 10 per cent of humanity. 

From this brief statement some idea 
may be had of the preponderant in- 
fluence that these 150,000,000 per- 
sons have upon international affairs. 
It is not too much to say that the 
question of whether future disputes 
between the nations shall be settled 
by arbitration or by ‘fighting rests 
with them and one finds himself won- 
dering whether the World War could 
not have been averted if an appeal for 
peace could have been as_ widely 
broadcast in 1914 as were the 
speeches of King George, Secretary 
—e and Premier MacDonald in 


Certainly the progress of those who 
“seek peace and pursue it” has been 
greatly aided by the publicity given 
to their cause, and if disarmament is 
to be the outcome of th@conference, 
its adoption will undoubtedly be ac- 
celerated by the speed with which 
what may be said and done in Lon- 
don is made public. 

Outlook Favorable. 

As this is written the outlook seems 
to favor an acceptance of disarma- 
ment. If it is agreed to, the effect 
upon business as well as domestic 
and international politics may be elec- 
tric. Including the intemest and the 
principal on their war debts, as well 
as their disbursements for pensions 
and other forms of war relief, the 
nations of the world now spend near- 
ly $15,000,000,000 annually in main- 
taining the armies, navies and mili- 
tary aircraft that are assumed to be 
necessary for their protection. If the 
(principle of disarmament is accepted 
>this expenditure will gradually disap- 
pear, and the economic effect may be 
amazing even beyoud the imagination 
of those who are working for it. 

Therefore it seems reasonable to 
expect and to predict that the next 
upward movement in the speculative 
markets will come as a result of the 
hope that peace will be accepted as 
a substitute for war; that partial dis- 
armament will be immediately agreed 
upon and that all the world will soon 
be converted to the ereed that is op- 
posed to human slaughter as a aath- 
od of deciding human quarrels. At- 
tention is called to this possibility 
because it may soon become a reality 
and it is to be doubted whether many 
appreciate the rapidity with which 
possibilities are now converted into 
realities under the glare of effective 
publicity. 

Business on Mend. 

Meanwhile it is plain that Ameri- 
can business is on the mend. Presi- 
dent Hloover has announced a dg- 
crease in unemployment for the first 
week of January, reversing the trend 
which had set in some months ago. 
Freight car loadings are larger, al- 
though they are still somewhat below 
last year’s extraordinary total. The 
demand for steel and automobiles is 
gaining and the production of both is 
increasing. Stock speculation is very 
dull, but the market seems to be re- 
gaining confidence and a good many 
long-headed bargain-hunters are now 
to be seen in Wall Street. 

One of the interesting aspects of 
the situation is to be found in a com- 
parison between the values at which 
the more important commodities were 
quoted last Thursday, January 23, 
1930, and a year ago. The following 
list includes only the articles that 
are traded in for future delivery, and 
where practicable the March option 


January 21 and broadcast throughout 


the nearest approximation to cash 

value that is to be found in the re- 

ports of the futures markets.

From the foregoing comparison it 
will be seen that most commodities

Textile Exception. 

General business is improving. The 
cotton textile industry is aboyt the 
only exception to this statement, and 
there is some doubt as to whether 
its melancholia is entirely warranted.

The dissolution of the Wool Insti- 
tue will take effect on January 1, 
1931. The explanation is that the 
trade will thereafter govern itself. 
This announcement is somewhat 
amusing as the woolen trade has been 
conspicuously democratic in its meth- 
ods for many years past. 

It is also rumored that some other 
trade institutes will shortly cease to 
function as it has been found that 
the Sherman law prevents any effec- 
tive agreement as to the policy to be 
followed in vital matters. 

But these details are comparative- 
ly unimportant. The impressive fea- 
ture of the situation is the gradual 
return of optimism that is noticeable 
and the disposition of manufacturers 
Land large distributors to stock up with 
the merchandise that can be bought 
without attracting attention or ad- 
vancing the markets.
